While Washington was waiting for 
the slow'iintfemational machinery to re- 
lieve the dytt famine threatening ruin to 
textile industries, of the country, ex- 
ecutives of thelKenosha company took a 
longchanceion what^appeared to be a 
dream of a, former consular agent in 
Germany. He said he known how the 
Germans miade aniline black. It cost 
the Kenosha company something like 
560,000 'to take the chance and test the 
man's suggestion. 

"It's better dye than yoii can buy in 
Germany,", said the superintendent, as 
he watched the first run of the stock- 
ings on which it had been used.

The hoof and mouth disease epidemic 
in the United States caused a direct loss 
of $5,600,000 prior to July 1. \. , 

This was the estimate made this . 
week at a conference of state and fed-- 
eral authorities, by ^. J. Glover, as- 
sociate editor of Hoard's Dairyman, 
Fort Atkinson. Wis. Mr. Glover read 
apaper on "The Economic Effect ,of 
the Hoof and mouth Disease." - 

He put the value of the animals 
alaughted at well over S50O,O00 . and 
estimated the cost of burial of $150,000 
and the value of property destroyed^ in 
disinfecting at $220,000. 

"The totarioss from foot and mouth 
disease," said Mr. Glover, "is not' con- 
fined to the shrinking in milto flow and 
flesh and the loss of animals through 
death, but there is the inconvenienco, 
of having the disease, the interference 
with the buying and selling of cattlo . ... 
for breeding and feeding purposes, tha ' 
necessity of carrying fat cattle ^after 
they are ready for the market, and de- 
pressed prices of live stock. The bank- 
er, the merchant and the railroads alno 
suffer." 

Slaughter and disinfection were de- 
clared to be the only means of conquer- 
ing the disease hy Dr. Moore of the

New York.— The latest ruse adopted 
Iby. the BrlUsh navy to sweep the seas 
Of the German submarines was relaioif 
iby Mr. Frank F. Boulton, who was a 
jpasscnger on board the Noordam oC 
Itho Holland-American line. Mr. XJoul- 
Iton received his information from Cnp- 
Itain Anderson of the Norwegian 
|3toamshlp Vltalla, who asserted that 
Iho witnessed tho destructton of a 
iJ-bpat by a British cruiBcr. 

According to the Norwegian captain, 
Mr. Boulton said, several of the Brit- 
llsh light cruisers have been dlsguJsPLl 
as merchantmen, with false funneu 
mid superstructure. 

The Vitalla was In tho channel when" 
i3he saw a merchant vessel, flying tho 
British flag, stopped a short distance 
:from her by a submarine. The submu- 
:rlne, awash, ran cloao to the BritisD 
vessel, and her conning tower opened 
'The German hailed the merchantman. 
when through their glasses the \iltal 
la's captain saw tho superstructure 
of tho British vessel suddenly col 
lapse, revealing a large gun. -.The 
next Instant the gun was fired, blow- 
Ihg the submarine's conning tower 
away, and the U-boat sank In a swirl 
ot frothing water. Tho commander ol 
tho submarine and ono other man 
wore saved by tho English vessel, the 
Norwegian captain said. 

Mr. Boulton while In Holland found 
out two clever schemes of the Ger- 
mans to smuggle contraband of war 
through Dutch territory, "he s^d. Gor- 
man agents in Holland had gathered 
large quantities of copper, which waa 
molded into the shape of anchors. Gor- 
man barges and other light craft com 
Ing down the 'Rhine to Dutch, ports 
would leave their Iron anchor^, ro 
placing them with tho. copper Implo 
meats; painted black. The false an 
chors, hung In full view on the cat 
heads of the German boats, would be 
taken back on the return trip. This 
ruse was discovered by the British 
agents In Holland and reported to the '■ 
Dutch authorities, who now Inspect 
every anchor on .German vessels. 

For obtaining benzine and gasoline 
tho Germans had another trick. A 
Dutch railroad Inspector, inspecting a 
.tralnload of, cement building blocks 
bound for -^ Germany, accidentally 
tapped one of tho bricks with a ham- 
imer. The block cracked and benzine 
gushed ouL The blocks wore hollow 
and each one was Ullod with thn 
precious liquid. This practice has, of 
course, been stopped. 

Passengers on board the Noordam 
had tlie war brought close to them 
from thQ, moment tho vessel left Bot- 
ierdam until she had put the Brltlsli 
coast ^ar astern. The Noordam was 
surveyed by German taubes off the 
icoast of Holland, was boarded by Brlt- 
:lsh ofllcers while at Deal, vlhun seven 
■of her passengers, said to bo Austrlans, 
were arrested and taken ashore, and 
was held up four days la the Downs 
Ibefore sho was allowed to proceed. 

Tho Noordam carried jjl first and 
;130 second cabin passong*rrs and 186 
Ipersons In her steerage.

I fancy some readers saying wo can- 
not all have flowers for the table. 
Greenhouses are not to be found In 
every little village. Even If they 
were/ many of us* could not afford to 
purcl^ase from them except on very 
extra occasions, 

Trijie, but why not grow your own 
plants? Then you will ho Indeed lu- 
dopondont of tho florist to a consider- 
able ^xtent. 

Mo|St women have plants In the win- 
dowB;, Jjut tho majority are not adapt- 
ed to table use. 

The table plant for this purpose, all 
thing's considered, is tho asparagus 
plumosus. It has foliage much daintier 
than I that of any fern. 

It (pan easily be made to grow in the 
b.ushy compact form which a plant do- 
aigncid for use on tho tablo should 
have.. 

Thjls Is done by pinching off the 
ends of tho young fi;onds when they 
have made a growth of 12 or 18 Inches. 
This I causes the lower side branches 
to sjTiread out broadly and breadth Is 
BocurjUd where there would bo little If 
tho plant wore allowed to train Itself. 

Such a plant Is, very attractive In It- 
Bolf with its flimy green foliage, com- 
parable only to lace, or mist. In Its 
delicEicy. 

Bu^; whenever additional brightness 
is dctilred a few long-stommcd flowers 
thrust In among Its fronds will furnish 
It In a most delightful manner. Itoscs, 
carnations, narcissus, astllbe, stevla 
all those and many more can bo used 
with it with most charming effect. 

Have threb* or four plants of It and 
you ^vill have hut little use for tho 
florist. They will ho quite as attrac- 
tive In tho window as any other plants 
that, can be grown there, therefore 
they will servo a double purpose. 

Give this asparagus a soil of garden 
loam made light with sand. Water 
modeiratoly. Sunshine is not neccs- 
Eary io Its successful culture, 

Shcjwer sovcral times a week and 
keep Tcd spiders from Injuring It. Be 
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Buro to nip off the end of each shoot, 
as advised above, to mako the plant 
spread out well. 

Many plants can be secured of the 
florists and these can bo divided next 
season. One good sized plant can be 
made to serve as half a dozen small 
plants In the spring, each one of which 
will become quite large enough for tho 
table use by fall. 

A combination of ferns can he easily 
grown for use on the table. The broad- 
leaved pterls, the Qne-leaved adlan- 
tums go well togelLhcr. 

The grace of these plants Is adapted 
to tho table vfhcro quality Is consid- 
ered as more Important than quantity 

A combination of ferns of dlffereni 
variety with plants having pretty 
foliage in color Is beautiful. In this 
case pepcromla and tradescantla are 
used to supply the desired effect. 

Fern pans filled with small plants of 
varieties best calculated to give suc- 
cessful results In the living room, can 
bo bought of nearly alt the florists. 
One should not depend upon a Blnglf? 
specimen. Have two, three or more to 
admit of frequent change. 

Few plants cp.n ho kept, on the table 
day after day without becoming un- 
healthy. - Have sevicral and allow none 
of them to do decorative duty for 
.longer than a day or two at a time. 

At holiday time there will bo at- 
tractive plants oiii the market and 
some of these are admirably adapted 
to table use. 

Thero Is the Jerusalem cherry, a 
mlulnture bearing scarlet fruit, and 
the ardisia, a plant with rich, dark 
foliage against which Its dark, red ber- 
ries show to nlost pleasing effect. 

.Small plants of araucaria are not 
pretty but aro so peculiar In habit 
that they always attract attention and 
challenge admiration. 

A plant of polnseUia with its scarlet 
flowering will mako tho tablo radiant 
.with Us wealth of color. _ 

Pots of Roman hyacinth are charm- 
ing adluncts of tho jbrcakfast table, as 
are iilles of the valley or narcissus. 
These will last for I'a long time If they
